-BOSTON, Nov. 13.—Varied interpre- 
tations of the award of the- board of 
arbitration in the dispute over wages 
and working conditions between

Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employes of America 
and the Bay State Street Railway com- 
pany wero ruled upon hy tho hoard 
yesterday at a meeting held in the 
office of Dist. Att'y Joseph C. Pelletlor, 
chairman. As ths expenditure of ad- 
ditional money in wages to Its work- 
men on tho part of the railway was 
Involved, the meeting was an impor- 
tant one. 


The points taken up, with the de- 


mands of the union, follow: 


In conformity with tho award, the 


Bay State company has granted to tho 
employes '.4 cent advance, dating from 
Oct. 1, 1914, and also an additional ad- 
vance of 14 cent on OcL 1, 1915. 
For 


those whose wages.with such increases 
would not havo amounted to tho mini- 
mum wage of S2.25 a day, the company 
has established that wage, for men 
coining under that provision In the 
award. 


These- men receiving the minimum 


demanded also % cent advance from 
Oct. l.jlDlb, but the company claimed 
thnt they were not entitled to it.

persistent earnestness many ladles of 
this city banded themselves together 
last season for Red Cross work and 
accomplished a great deal. It 'was no 
easy matter to organize, to solicit con- 
tributions and materials, to keep up an 
adequate number of workers .ind to 
persevere, through the. winter months. 
There is, unfortunately, such a thing 
as getting callous to war appeals, and 
we In this country have not the In- 
centive that comes from casualty lists 
and the. sight of long lines at returning 
soldiers, broken In the battles. Never- 
theless, American women have done 
great work, and Lowell has done Its 
proportionate chare, as shown by the 
many thousand articles sent to the 
Red Cross agencies abroad during the 
season. 


Once again the ladles of Lowell are 


about to organize a branch of the | 
Red Cross. Commencing next Tucs- j 
day, sewing meetings will be held reg- • 
ulariy'on Tuesdays and I'rldnys, and a' 
general appeal has been issued to the 
I-owcll public to-come and help, The 
branch will need money and materials 
for garments, bandages, hospital pads, 
etc., but si 111 more will It need workers 
—not the spasmodic few who think 
they are- doing wonders by a visit to 
the Kunels buildings once a month, 
but those who are In earnest and who 
can spare time to do a work of great 
and noble charity. Even a few regu- 
lar visitors to the Red Cross quarters 
may achieve a great deal during the 
winter whan the needs o£ the soldiers 
are most pressing. 


This year it is the intention of the 


leaders to form a permanent chapter 
of the American Red Cross. If found 
practicable, this would be worth while. 
The membership fee is a dollar annu- 
ally, and nobody would feel the pinch 
of parting with such a .slight amount. 
A permanent Red Crops charter might 
prove of great value sh>uld its services 
ever he needed in this country—and 
the chances are that some time there 
will he a call for its ministralions. 


Those interested in the local work 


may not realize that the Red Cross is 
strictly neutral. It ministers 
to all 


soldiers who have suffered, be' they 
German or Knglish. Should any lady 
have any special reason for contribut- 
ing to one side more than another, her 
wish will be gratified, but in essence 
the Red Cross does not. know national 
restriction or any other restriction of 
race, religion or color. Charity is uni- 
versal and Ihe Red Cross was born in 
response to the. call nf charity. At the 
present time the labors of'Lndy Paget 
—who has close family connections in 
Lowell—are attracting the admiration 
of. the world, for she has done re- 
markable things in England, France 
and Serbia, and we read that the wife 
of Ambassador Gerard has just been 
decorated for her high services by or- 
der of the German government. Xo- 
ble American women are everywhere 
ministering to soldiers who 
perhaps 


once.were nursed and tended at home

hose whose wages with such Increases 
would not have amounted to the minl- 
num wage of $2.25 a day, the company 
>as established that wage for . men 
coming under that provision in' the- 
award. 


These men receiving the minimum 


demanded also ^ cent advance from 
Dct. 1, 1915, but the. company clalmec 
that they were not entitled to It. ' 


On this point the hoard-ruled against 
the company. 


The second point concerned the track 
lepartment, where the men are divided 
nto regular and seasonable employes. 
The regular men are employed contin- 
uously and were advanced to the J2.25 
>er day minimum July 1. Among the 
seasonal employes who work approxi- 
mately from April 1 to Dec. 1 are some 
men who get employment at oda times 
during other months, doing laborers' 
work on account of snow and other 
storms. The union contended 
that 


ihese men are regular employes and so 
entitled to the 52.25 
minimum. The 


company said that they never Jiaye 
been considered regular employes and 
are not entitled to the minimum wage. 
In this matter the chairman asked
